D e a r E d i t o r;— At 6 o’clock tonight 
wo drove up to I.a Fan/a, a farmhouse, 
postoffice, general store and hotel all in 
one. 
Eighteen miles drive and not a 
house in sight. 
Wo are still in the 
mountain fastnesses. 
It lias been a 
day of ups' and downs. 
W e have driv­ 
en 
miles today and passed one team. 
We also saw at a distance on a plateau 
a bunch of sheep perhaps 5,000. 
At 3 
o’clock this afternoon a thunderstorm 
overtook us and for an hour we took a 
most effectual soaking. 
It never rains 
on the plains during the summer, and 
rarely in the mountains, hence wo were 
unprepared for the downpour. 
We 
had neither storm curtains nor water- 
poof apron for our carriage. 
For fully 
six ty minutes we were at the mercy of 
a blinding storm so severe at times 
th a t our horse refused to move. 
It, was 
the most miserably unpleasant feature 
of the whole journey . 
T h ere was not a 
cabin, nor adobe, nor rock, nor bush 
th at would afford a particle of shelter. 
We simply drew in our knees, hung 
our heads and kept our course as well 
as we could, while the water, in dimin­ 
utive rivulets, fell from our nose and 
ears and chin as we moved along the 
lonesome road. 
At 4 o’clock wo left 
the plateau and the storm at our backs 
and the road led around precipitous 
caverns and deep gorges for fully fif­ 
teen miles, constantly twisting, hither 
and y on. 
But there wasn't a house nor 
cultivated field; not even 
a tent nor 
any evidence of civilization until we 
neared La Pan/.a. 
Ah! what relief to 
hear the lowing of cattle and -crowing 
roosters after such a damp and lone­ 
some drive. 
Here, where wildcats and 
mountain lions and ly nx es and deer are 
plentiful, we found the pleasant home 
of Dr. Still, who is postmaster, phy sic­ 
ian, m erchant,horticulturist and farm ­ 
er. 
W h a t a place this is for a home! 
T he doctor’s neighbors do not annoy 
him. 
Their chick ?ns do not scratch 
his gardens, nor do their herds tear 
down his fences. 
His neighbors are 
not » numerous nor near. 
He comes 
very near being monarch of all he sur­ 
vey s. 
But there are a few people liv­ 
ing in the mountains round about and 
they all come here 
for their mail, 
some eighteen miles away ; come hero 
to replenish their stock of provisions, 
for he carries a small stock of grocer­ 
ies. 
“ You wouldn’t think it,” said 
Mrs. 
Still “ but we have 200 acres in grain 
this season. 
We raise a groat deal of 
fruit which we will sell at home, have 
an abundance of vegetables, the finest 
water in the world and alway s enjoy 
health. Of course this place is isolated 
but we get mail three times a week, 
and with our work here enjoy this life 
of seclusion.” 
i had every reason for 
believing she 
-poke the truth. 
All around the pleasant farm home 
were the towering peaks without cabin 
or cultivated field to mark the advent 
of civilization 
A nigh t’s rest on a bed 
>0 high that 
a step-ladder v us needed to clim b in, 
and a m attress of feathers,and a hearty 
breakfast on the following morning and 
we wore o:T on our tortuous journey . 
Here the mouiuaio -ides are covered 
with juniper and cedar bushes and it is 
-o rocky and precipitous th a t the most 
daring would hardly venture far from 
the road. 
In among the roeks every ­ 
where wo could 
se e the slender, white 
blossomed Spanish dagger lifting its 
head to the sunlight. 
It is a beautiful 
plant to look upon when blossoming 
but very inhospitable if y ou attem pt to 
touch it ! 
A fter a two hours’ drive we 
came alongside a trickling brook, per­ 
haps ten feet wide, and here the miners 
had every w here staked their elaims for 
the precious metal. Many of them here 
have shoveled and wheeled and wash­ 
ed from the sand and gravel to seeur*. 
the y ellow metal which is worth now 
about $2S0 per pound. 
1 talked with several of them am; 
learned more about their work than 1 
ever ex pected to. 
They are jovial fel­ 
lows, live in rude cabins alone, and 
most of them take life easy and are al 
way s ready to talk. 
They will divid* 
their last crust even with a profession­ 
al tramp. Here they live, do their owi 
cooking, sleep on a bunk, live on baeor 
and bread and black coffee, and shove! 
and wheel and “ rock" and separate th* 
shining spects of y ellow from the gre a ’ 
body of sand. 
Some day s they shove

these miners realize $3 a week the y ear 
around. 
As the people on 
this coast have 
gone wild over the 
gold 
discoveries in 
th e Northwest Territory , I will add a 
line concerning the ex odus 
to the 
Yu­ 
kon. 
At all California 
points 
miners 
and business men are 
leaving 
for the 
Ei Dorado of the Northwest. 
Yester­ 
day I met three miners from Mex ico 
who will sail for Dy ea today . 
They 
go to Dawson via the dangerous Chil- 
coot pass and hope to reach the land 
th a t y ields the y ellow metal in bucket- 
fulls before the winter sets in. 
They 
have 1300 miles to walk and iloat on 
boats they will build upon reaching 
Lake Linderman. 
“ Ah! we’ll make it,” said on» * of 
them to y our correspondent. 
“ W e’ve 
roughed it for y ears under the blazing 
ray s of a tropical sun. 
I know we can 
stand any thing th a t lies in store for us 
under the Arctic circle. 
W hen we 
left home the mercury registered 115 
degrees. 
A man th a t can stand th at 
can weather any Arctic blizzard.- The 
three 
men 
carried 
2400 
pounds 
of baggage all told, and say they will 
neer return until fortune-laden. Every 
Alaskan steamer th a t is leaving San 
Francisco harbor is laden to the hur­ 
ricane dock with the daring searchers 
for the wealth which is locked in the 
icy embrace of the Klondy ke and other 
tributaries of the Yukon. 
A dozen 
steamers are scheduled to leave San 
Franciso port during tho nex t few 
(lay s, and Alaskan supplies were never 
in demand as now. 
Half a dozeD 
steamship lines have opened offices and 
the price of passage ranges from $75 to 
$300, depending on tho route and the 
amount of supplies taken. 
To those 
who care to brave the hardships inci­ 
dental to a trip over th e Chilcoot pass, 
a ticket can be secured to Dy ea for $75, 
and passengers may tak e what freight 
they deem necessary at the rate of 10 
cents a pound. As|a person requires about 
1.300 pounds for a y e a r ’s supply , tho 
cost would be about $200, with 1300 
miles to walk and iloat after reaching 
Dy ea. 
One steamship here is selling 
tickets to Dawson City for $300 and 
carry ing one thousand pounds of pro­ 
visions and clothing to each person. 
Ministers are resigning their pastor­ 
ates, lawy ers are abandoning their 
professions, and men in all sorts of 
trades and 
professions are stepping 
down and out fleeing to the land th a t is 
y ielding up such rich, golden trea- 
ures.

ing wheel. 
Six ty -three may seem an 
age in Albany and New York, but in 
Chicago a man at 63 is in his prime for 
wheeling. 
The limit, indeed, at which 
a man may justified in mastering and 
enjoy ing the “ bike” has not y et been 
fix ed. 
“ Uncle’’ 
Jim m y Lane, 
who 
learned to ride but a few weeks ago, 
has successfully made his first trip to 
Elgin, and is now enjoy ing the hospi­ 
talities of t h a t city , and he is only 100 
y ears of age, so perhaps the lino m ight 
be drawn at the century , with sporadic 
eases from th a t age to 110 or so. 
At 63 a man reaches perhaps his 
highest attainm ents of skill and pleas­ 
ure in this delightful ex ercise, as well 
as his utmost endurance. 
He has 
many advantages over y oung persons. 
His judgment is fully matured by th a t 
time, and no emergency can surprise 
him. 
No person at 63 has ever been 
known to try to butt trolley ears off the 
track, to run over small childron, to 
collide with wagons, or to ex ecute ec­ 
centric gy rations and absurd curves 
having for their object collisions with 
telegraph poles, curb stones, or trees 
which are not in th e line of march. 
He keeps on the even tenor of his way 
and is not allured from the strait and 
narrow path by any stationary tem p ­ 
tations on the way side. 
Pedestrians 
never fear the man of 63. 
They know 
th a t he willgo safely to one side or other 
of them, and th a t there is nodonger he 
will run slam into them or chase them 
whichever way they they turn with a 
wheel which follows them as if they 
had magnets concealed on their p e r­ 
sons. 
T h e man of 63 alway s 
rides 
upright like a gentleman. 
He never 
bends 
over 
his 
wheel 
like 
a 
kangaroo, or rides with 
his 
head 
between his handlebars as if he wore 
a human catapult. 
He never scorches. 
Policemen adm ire him as he passes, 
and mothers ble=s him on the boule­ 
vards as he cautiously picks his way 
among their small children, who, for 
some my sterious reason, are permitted 
to ex pose themselves to wheels 
and 
wagons on th e crowded avenues. 
Flo is not given to antics, and tricks» 
and showing off on the wheel. 
He 
never takes chances between another 
wheel and the curb, t h a t narrow sel­ 
vedge where fools rush in and angels 
fear to tread. 
Like the wise virgin, 
his lamp is alway s lit, hence he is not 
regarded as the pestilence which walk- 
eth in the darkness. 
In a word, the 
man of 63 on the wheel is dignified, 
conservative, safe, cautious, and cir 
cumspect. 
T h ere is not a case on re­ 
fold where tho man of 63 has been ruu 
in by tho police for violating the regu. 
lations. 
And he boasteth not himself, 
nor is he vain of his achievements. 
As 
a chaperon he is the delight of person­ 
ally conducted parties. Probably a t no 
other age are the joy s of the wheel 
more highly appreciated: certainly at 
no other age are its benefits more con­ 
spicuously apparent. 
For alt these reasons Chicago will be 
glad th a t its Chauncey is learning the 
wheel, and before the season is over it 
will ex pect a visit from him, when all 
the wheelmen of the city will be glad 
to turn out and do honor to this dis- 
tingushed member of the guild. 
T h e 
reception should ex tend at least over 
two day s. 
On the first day the various 
clubs, headed by the May or, will escort 
him to Washington and Jackson P arks.

the society to appropriate a certain sum 
each year, from 1898 to 1900 inclusive, 
to procure a permanent and fitting me 
morial. I cannot help thinking that this 
method must appeal to the society , for 
in this wa y the money can bo raised 
without a cent’s extra taxation, and

In connection with the strange pre­ 
sentiment which the sister of charity 
who was burned to death at the Pari'« 
bazaar fire had the night before the 
accident, Hcuri de Parv ille, in a recent 
paper, recalls a number of such in 
stances. The case of the sister of chari­ 
ty Marie Madeline was a strange one. 
She was a woman of singular equable­ 
ness of temper, without the slightest 
tendency toward the neurotic. 
Accord­ 
ing to her fellow sisters, the night be­ 
fore the disaster she had a dream, or a 
] v ision, in which she w m t through the 
agonies of a death by tire, and such was 
] the impression it made upon her mind 
I that the following day, as she was leav - 
I ing for the bazaar, she told the other 
i nuns of her presentiment, adding sadly: 
“ Farewell, my sisters. I shall nev er see 
you again. ” The nuns did what thev 
could to reason her out of what they 
thought an unfounded fear, and she left j 
the conv ent. 
Two hours later she was 
brought back a well nigh unrecogniza­ 
ble corpse. 
M. de Parv ille mentions sev eral his- 1 
torical examples of death prefigured in 
the mind either of the v ictim himself 
or of some friend or relativ e. The most 
famous case is that of Calpburnia, the 
wife of J ulius C&'sar, who, 
in 
the 
night preceding the assassination, saw 
her husband expire, bleeding, in her 
arms. 
President Lincoln’s dream the j 
night before his murdt r is well known. 
He saw the White House draped in 
mourning, and, inquiring the cause, 
was told, “ The president lias just been 
shot at the theater.” 
Mrs. Lincoln, to j 
whom he related his v ision, besought 
him not to go to the play that night, 
but the president scorned what he be­ 
liev ed to be superstition. 
Berhardi, councilor of the consistory 
at Berlin, a v igorous man of 50 years 
of age, related early in the year 
1 8 20 to 
Fichte the younger that he had the 
preceding night dreamed that the leav es 
of a tree flew toward him and that, hav ­ 
ing picked up one, he saw upon it his 
name, followed by these words: “ Died 
J une 1, 1820.” 
The incident made 
scarcely any impression upon Berhardi, 
and none at all upon Fichte, but he re­ 
membered it when, going sev eral days 
later to call upon Berhardi, lie found 
him dead and learned that he had ex­ 
pired on J une 1. 
Another quasi historical ev ent of this 
kind, which was related in the “ Mo- 
nistiehen Seeleulehre, ” was the dream of 
Dr. v on Gudden, the physician of Lud 
wig II of Bav aria, who was drowned 
with his sov ereign in the Staruberger 
See. 
A few days before the departure 
of the doctor 
for 
Hoheuschwaugan, 
where he was to attend the king, Dr. 
v on Gudden told liis wife that he had 
been oppressed all nig ht by a dream in 
which ho struggled with a man under 
the water. 
His widow informed the 
Anthropological society of Munich of 
the facts some time afterward. 
Perhaps the strangest incident among 
these, howev er, is one which occurred 
in Brussels, and is told by a Mine. A. 
L. 
At about 6 o ’clock one night, when 
she had just left the table to get a plate, 
forgotten by the serv ant, and while she 
was leaning toward the dresser where 
the chiuaware was kept, she distinctly 
heard her name called and recognized 
the v oice of her cousin. 
She raised her 
head and saw him outside the window 
nod his head and heard him say, 
“ Good ev ening, Lulu!” 
“ Good ev en­ 
ing, 
Wenand, ” she 
answered, 
and, 
turning from the dresser, she ran to 
open the street door. To her surprise no 
one was there. 
Her father, hearing the 
door opened without hav ing heard the 
docrbell ring, came out of the dining 
room to see what was going on. 
“ It is 
my cousin,” said his daughter, “ but 
he is trying to tease me. 
He has hid­ 
den.” 
Her father answered grav ely 
“ You are mistaken. 
It is impossible 
that Wenaud should be here.” And he 
went on to tell her that her cousin had 
died the prev ious day—a fact which he 
had until then been desirous of keeping 
from her. 
In telling of the occurrence 
Mine. A. L. adds: 
“ I therefore saw a 
person who had been dead for 24 hours 
I spoke to him and he to me. 
I was 
noither sad nor ill when I had this v i­ 
sion. I suspected nothing, and I had not 
the shadow of a fev er. ” 
In commenting upon these cases, all 
of which, with many others which he 
quotes, are, ho declares, duly authenti 
cated, M. de Parv ille remarks that we 
hav e all had within our experience 
cases that were singular, to say tho 
lea^t, when we suddenly thought of a 
person long since absent, only to find 
him or her the same day or the follow 
ing one standing before us in the flesh. 
“ We know our nerv ous systems and 
our brains so little, ” he adds, “ that we 
may ask whether these are mere coinci­ 
dences. Mr. Crookes of the Royal socie­ 
ty of Loudon, in a discourse before the 
Society For Psychical Research recent­ 
ly, showed to what point certain ma­ 
terial influences could be put to work 
about us in the univ erse without our 
being aware of it. He said that telepathy 
is a new conception which prov okes re­ 
pulsion in many persons, but the asser­ 
tions concerning which may be exact 
without contradicting any truth already 
known. He reminded his audience that 
in the univ erse ev erything is made up 
of v ibrations, differing only in their 
frequency and rapidity. 
It has been 
prov ed that they serv e to transmit to 
liv ing organs the effects produced by 
external sources.

Max Mnlhr, the distinguished philol­ 
ogist and or it ntal scholar, has recently 
giv en expression to his v iews in relation 
to dining out. Ho claims that this func­ 
tion is a torture and surv iv al of tho 
dark ages; that more and better people 
hav e fallen v ictims to dinners 
than 
hav e perished through accidents. 
The 
ajsthetic craze, so much in v ogue at 
one time, lie hoped would put an end to

It 
is his opinion that there is no more

ber of people, old and young, with or 
without teeth, filling their mouths with

ter. Max Muller thinks that the process 
can be accomplished in an inoffensiv e 
anil dainty manner, but ev idently it has 
not come within the field of his experi­ 
ence. 
He lauds the manner of eating 
of eastern women, who know how to 
throw small portions of food into their 
mouths with their fingers. 
This per­ 
formance is described with rapture by 
eastern 
poets, consequently it meets 
with Mr. Muller’s 
entire 
approv al. 
Nev ertheless, to adapt it to onr civ iliza­ 
tion would add a hundredfold to the 
horrors of our dinner tables. The imag ­ 
ination shrinks at the thought of such a 
custom becoming univ ersal with the 
Chicago 4,000. 
Mr. Muller offers the 
example of the Hindoos as one to be 
followed.

“ Why,”

friends? Could not the grosser part of 
feeding bo performed in priv ate and the 
social gathering begin at the dessort 
or, with men, at the wine? ”

Lunar A tm osp h ere. 
As to the question of a lunar atmos­ 
phere, 
the eminent 
astronomers 
in 
charge of the Paris observ atory, MM. 
Loewy and Pusieux, appear to hold a 
somewhat different opinion from that 
commonly entertained 
by scientists. 
Admitting that so far as the solution of 
any problems brought to their notice is 
concerned the 
determination 
as to 
whether there is a v ery little or none at 
all is not really necessary, there are ev i­ 
dences, they conclude, that it must be 
v ery rare, not more than one-uiue-huu- 
dredth of the density of our own, the 
reasons why this must be so being as 
follows—namely, when the moon de 
tached itself from the equatorial 
r e ­ 
gions of the earth it must hav e taken 
with it as a portion of its materials 
some of the material chemical elements 
of the earth, or at least those lighter 
ones that lay near the surface at the 
time, it being probable, howev er, that 
our planet retained the greater propor­ 
tion of the gaseous env elope. Such be­ 
ing the case, the weaker prov ision of 
free gases fell to the moon, and this 
quantity would naturally diminish as 
the moon material began to solidify— 
the water would enter into stable com­ 
binations with the elements of the « oil, 
and without doubt such minerals as 
gypsum and lime would he formed, 
which imprison the water within solid 
salts that are little affected by the play 
of natural forces. Reasoning similarly, 
MM, Loewy and Pusieux declare that 
What is true of water is true also of the 
air.
